(Continued) 
Eph. 6:10-18.

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CALLED TO PREACH THE GOSPEL 


Those Who Do Not Succeed Have 
Either Failed God ov Missed 
Their Calling. God Makes 
No Mistakes. 


That God calls men to preach the 
gospel is an evident fact. At Mount 
Horeb He spoke to Moses from the 
burning bush in an audible voice, 
‘calling him to lead the children of 
Israel from their oppression under 
the Egyptian taskmasters to a land 
flowing with milk and honey. 

During the early life of Jeremiah, 
the Lord spoke to him, saying, “Before 
I formed thee in the belly I knew 
thee; and before thou cameth forth 
out of the womb I sanctified thee, and 
I ordained thee a prophet unto the 
nations,” Jeremiah 1:5. Jeremiah re- 
sented the call and replied to the 
Lord, “Ah, Lord God! behold, I can- 
not speak: for I am a child.” But the 
Lord spoke again unto him, saying, 
“Say not, I am a child: for thou shalt 
go to all that I shall send thee, and 
whatsoever I command thee thou 
shalt speak. Be not afraid of their 
faces: for I am with thee to deliver 
thee, saith the Lord. Then the Lord 
put forth his hand, and touched my 
mouth. And the Lord said unto me, 
Behold, I have put my words in thy 
mouth,” Jeremiah 1:7, 9. 

Saul of Tarsus, who became the 
great apostle to the Gentiles, was on 
his way to Damascus when he was 
stricken down on the road and a light 
from heaven shined round about him. 


@ arose from the earth trembling and 


stonished and said unto the Lord, 
“What wilt thou have me to do?” The 
Lord told him to go into the city and 
it would there be told him what he 
must do. 

Paul was for three days in Judas’ 
house on the street of Straight, with- 
out sight and in prayer and fasting. 
At the same time, the Lord spoke to 
Ananias in the same city, declaring 
the calling of Paul, saying, “Go thy 
way: for he is a chosen vessel unto 
me, to bear my name before the Gen- 
tiles, and kings, and the children of 
Israel,” Acts 9:15. 

Above we have given an account of 
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the call of the patriarch Moses, who 
was called to lead the children of 
Israel into Canaan, and of Jeremiah 
the weeping prophet, who was called 
to declare the judgments upon the 
Jews, and of Paul, the great and pow- 
erful gospel preacher to the Gentiles. 

There are also other similar ac- 
counts given in the Scriptures where 
God called men.to His service. Such 
definite calls could not be doubted or 
misunderstood. However, the few ac- 
counts in the Scriptures, over a period 
of several hundred years, is not evi- 
dence that God spoke in audible words 
or otherwise made known by unmis- 
takable means the calling of all men 
who were called to His service. 


IDENTIFYING THE CALLED 


Paul left Titus on the Island of 
Crete fully commissioned to ordain 
elders in every city. The elders to be 
ordained were men who had been 
called to rule, guard, and protect the 
flock as a shepherd. If these men had 
heard a voice from heaven saying, 
Go preach, or had seen such words 
written in the skies, or if God had 
spoken to Paul or to Titus giving the 
names of each man calied, and an 
outline of his work, there would have 
been no necessity for a code of rules 
from Paul to Titus to assist him in 
the identification of such called men. 
But Paul gave Titus instructions on 
the qualifications identifying men 
chosen of God for this particular 
work. Paul wrote Titus as follows: 
“For this cause left I thee in Crete, 
that thou shouldest set in order the 
things that are wanting, and ordain 
elders in every city, as I had appointed 
thee: If any be blameless, the husband 
of one wife, having faithful children 
not accused of riot or unruly. For a 
bishop must be blameless, as the 
steward of God; not selfwilled, not 
soon angry, not given to wine, no 
striker, not given to filthy lucre; 
But a lover of hospitality, a lover of 
good men, sober, just, holy, temper- 
ate; Holding fast the faithful word 
as he hath been taught, that he may 
be able by sound doctrine both to ex- 
hort and to convince the gainsayers,” 
Titus 1:5-9. 


Men who had been called were 
identified by such things as living a 
blameless life, having one wife (not 
two) whose children were faithful and 
not unruly. If Titus had found a man 
seeking ordination who had two wives 
or a family of unruly children, he 
would not have ordained him. If Titus 
had found another man who was self- 
willed, easy to get angry, he would 
have also been refused ordination. If 
another who was greedy of money, 
seeking to accumulate this world’s 
good, had applied for ordination, he 
would have been rejected. 

Titus was searching for men who 
were lovers of hospitality, lovers of 
good men, sober, just, holy, and tem- 
perate. Without these qualifications 
the men could not be trusted with 
the care of the churches. 

If a candidate for ordination pos- 
sessed all these high qualities, and his 
family measured well up to the re- 
quirements of a bishop’s family, he 
had yet a qualification to meet. He 
must be able to teach and by sound 
doctrine to exhort and to convince the 
gainsayers. Therefore, being a good 
man and having a faithful family is 
not evidence that God has called a 
man to the ministry, but he must 
measure up to all qualifications. 


HOW ONE MAY KNOW HE IS 
CALLED 

If there is no audible voice that 
proclaims the call of a man to the 
ministry, no prophet to notify him, 
how .is he to recognize his call to 
preach? 

Titus recognized their calling by 
their qualifications. Men who 
measured up to all the requirements, 
he ordained. Many might have 
sought or been recommended for 
ordination who did not qualify, but 
only men who had within them the 
evidence of right living and ability 
were recognized. God has never called 
on any man who could not qualify 
for the task. 

The best evidence that one who is 
trying to preach has not been called, 
is the fact that he is making a failure 
of his ministry. Any man who cannot

PATHFINDER, Dec. 4, states that 
“from underground sources, and liber- 
ated areas have come facts and fig- 
ures proving how well the Nazis wiped 
out the seeds of conquered nations to 
leave them weak and impotent while 
Germany planned to remain strong. 

“Their blueprint was: (1) Starve 
the children, youth, and pregnant 
women; (2) murder the aged, the re- 
bellious; (3) enslave the able-bodied. 
Throughout Europe this evidence con- 
tinues to mount: 

“In occupied, or formerly Nazi oc- 
cupied areas, ten million civilians 
have been murdered, twelve million 
are held as Nazi slaves. In Holland, 
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850,000 persons were left homeless. In 
Greece 450,000 starved to death; in- 
fant mortality rose 75 per cent. In 
France four million families were 
scattered. In Yugoslavia, up to 80 per 
cent of the children died. In Poland 
eight million persons were scattered, 
10 per cent killed. Countless Russians 
suffered a similar fate.”

Sunday School Decrease 

Dr. Jesse M. Bader, mission leader 
and head of the evangelism depart- 
ment of the Federal Council of 
Churches, warned of a 4,000,000 drop 
in Sunday School attendance since 
1928. He stated that Sunday School at- 
tendance in Washington, D. C., was 
about 10,000. According to Rev. Phillip 
Widdenhouse, only ten per cent of the 
population of Washington is enrolled 
in Sunday School. Negligence of par- 
ents and also of the pastors of 
churches are dominating factors in 
this slump of Sunday School attend- 
ance. These will share the major re- 
sponsibility at the judgment bar of 
God for their negligence and for the 
present tide of child delinquency.

Mystery of Jews Deported From 
Athens Is Solved 


LUBLIN, (JTA)—The mystery sur- 
rounding the fate of several thousand 
Jews deported from Athens by the 
Germans last year, has been partially 
solved with the disclosure here that 
1,200 of the deportees were executed at 
the Majdanek camp. It is likely that 
many others were also murdered. 

The names of most of the 1,000,000 
Jews exterminated at Majdanek and 
other camps probably will never be 
known, since it has been definitely as- 
certained that the Germans kept no 
list of their Jewish victims. Lists were 
kept only of the executed non-Jews. 

A few score names are available from 
the pitiful possessions of the dead 
Jews found piled up in Majdanek 
storehouses awaiting shipment, to Ger- 
many. From these, which include lug- 
gage, prayer books, and other person- 
al effects, the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency correspondent, in a brief ex- 
amination, was able to obtain the 
names of twenty to thirty Jews from 
Germany, Austria, and Czechoslovakia. 

Were some committee to undertake 


to make a thorough canvass of these 
possessions, a record of at least a frac- 
tion of the presently anonymous dead 
might be secured. 


The 1,200 Greek Jews were not 
gassed, burned or buried alive, as were 
most of the Majdanek victims. Sur- 
vivors report that they were system- 
atically beaten to death over a period 
of several weeks.—Calif. Jewish Voice.

Distress of Nations 


“And there shall be signs in the un@e 


and in the moon, and in the stars, an 
upon earth distress of nations, with 
perplexity; the sea and waves roar- 
ing,” Luke 21:25. The reference here is 
to a-time just prior to the Lord’s com- 
ing. The word “distress” comes from 
“sunochee” (Greek) which means, 
metaphorically, straits, distress, an- 
guish. The nations of today, and of 
tomorrow, will continue to realize the 
truth of this passage of God’s Word. 
The political reprocussions after this 
war will, like the period of war itself, 
be one of “distress” and “anxiety.” 
The reason is simple—as the age 
moves on lawlessness will increase, a 
thing which can only happen in po- 
litical circles. Lack of security, be- 
cause of disturbed and distrusted 
politics, will result in lack of confi- 
dence, thereby resulting in riots, 
bloodshed, and undermining political 
schemes.

THE PERPETUITY OF GOD 

Because of the fact that God does 
not have a material body as human 
beings, but is in nature spirit and 
therefore not subject to the changes

effected by the passing of years, He 
neither fails in perpetuity of being 
nor of purpose. God is the living 
measure of life, from which all of His 
creatures draw new vigor and life. 
Men may, because of this fact, even 
though dead in sin and trespasses, be 
born again. A copy of the same pat- 
tern is redrawn when the sick is phys- 
ically healed. When the material is 
brought into contact with the eternal, 
they are by the nature of that act 
vivified and renewed, both in spirit 
and in body. In Christ as a replica of 
the eternal, we have an unchangeable 
priesthood, from whom the whole 
body is fitly framed together and from 
whom and by whom it is renewed day 
by day. By Him all things consist, or 
literally are held together. As these 
measures of time called years bring 
us back again and offer us a new 
chance to recount our steps, to re- 
affirm our resolves, even so God pur- 
poses to renew and refill His people 
who compose His Church with His 
Spirit, intent upon bringing us back 
again to towering pinnacles of spir- 
itual life and usefulness, that He may 
be glorified in the Church. Therefore, 
as He poured out His Spirit upon a 
waiting church in the upper room at 
Pentecost, He reserved a portion of the 
“latter rain” for us upon whom the 
end of the age has come. God neither 
suffers His plans or His faithfulness 
to fail, nor does He purpose that His 
people shall fail if they are mindful 
to obey and trust Him. We can, by the 
very nature of the fact of an un- 
changeable God and an unchangeable 
high priest over the house of God, 
have a repetition of what happened at 
Pentecost and after. 


THE AFTERGLOW 


There has been a constant desire 
of those particularly spiritually- 
minded to maintain the power given 
at Pentecost in our midst. Therefore, 
these staunch spiritual barriers are 
always either lamenting the apparent 
absence of Pentecostal power or long- 


ing for the “days of heaven upon 
earth again.” It was this kind of peo- 
ple in the various church denomina- 
tions who consecrated themselves un- 
to God in prayer until we had a repe- 
tition of Pentecostal revival during 
the last few decades. After the revival 
fires of Pentecost were past, and the 
afterglow may have in some sense 
abated ‘by persecution, the demonstra- 
ble dynamics of their day and time 
found occasion to return “to their own 
company” and there together “lifted 
up their voices to God with one ac- 
cord, and said, Lord, thou art God, 
which hast made heaven, and earth 
and the sea, and all that in them is: 
And now, Lord, behold their threaten- 
ings: and grant unto thy servants, 
that with all boldness they may speak 
thy word, by stretching forth thine 
hand to heal; and that signs and won- 
ders may be done by the name of thy 
holy child Jesus.” They didn’t only 
lift up their voices in recognition of 
God and their spiritual privileges and 
rights, but “they prayed” some kind 
of an extraordinary prayer. The result 
was that the “place was shaken 
where they were assembled together; 
and they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and they spake the word of 
God with boldness.” Acts 4. It is evi- 
dent that any church may not only 
have the glow of revival fires of Pen- 
tecostal power, as was true of the 
Church on the day of Pentecost, but 
the afterglow can be maintained if 
sufficient prayer is made unto God. 

Dr. Scofield translated the Baptism 
of the Holy Ghost by this measure, 
“one baptism, many fillings.” This is 
true according to the original pattern. 
If it was true then, it is still true to- 
day. It was with reference to main- 
taining the glow that Paul wrote un- 
to the Ephesians, “Be not drunk with 
wine, wherein is excess; but be filled 
with the Spirit,” Eph. 5:18. This is 
equally true in 1 Thessalonians fifth 
chapter, wherein he said, “Pray with- 
out ceasing. Quench not the Spirit. 
Despise not prophesyings. Prove all 
things; hold fast that which is good. 
Abstain from all appearance of evil.” 
And as a result of doing the above, he 
said, “And the very God of peace sanc- 
tify you wholly; and I pray God your 
whole spirit and soul and body be 
preserved blameless unto the coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” Now wheth- 
er it is popular, or whether you like it 
or not, it is still possible to have an 
experience of sanctification without 
and within.

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Founda tions of a Christiaan Home é

Text: “Other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid, which is 
Jesus Christ,” 1 Cor. 3:11. 


Christ is the foundation for a life. 
He is also the foundation for a home, 
out of which new life springs. There 
should be three parties to the mar- 
riage bond—the man, the woman, and 
Christ. Christ should be the head, the 
guide, the mediator, the unseen part- 
ner at all times. When a child comes 
to bless the home, the Master who 
blessed little children and placed them 
first in His kingdom, should be there 
to add His benediction. Only in this 
way can marriage fully answer the 
scriptural injunctions, “What God 
hath joined together, let no man put 
asunder”; and “Train up a child in 
the way he should go, and when he 
is old he will not depart from it.” 


I. THE YOUNG COUPLE THAT 
STANDS BEFORE THE MAR- 
RIAGE ALTAR 


In considering the essentials for 
Christian home building, we must go 
back to that young couple that stands 
before the marriage altar. Do these 
two young people have genuine char- 
acter? Do they have honor? Do they 
understand what the marriage vows 
mean? Are they prepared for this 
sacred event of marriage? Are they 
genuinely in love, and well mated? 
Are they prepared to build the kind of 
home that will be an honor to their 
country and to their God? 

Last, but not least, are they gen- 
uinely Christian at heart? A Christian 
home cannot be built without Chris- 
tians. And it is difficult to build a 
Christian home when one is a Chris- 
tian and the other is not, for the in- 
fluence of the one tends to counter- 
balance the influence of the other. 
Yet, I want to add a word of encour- 
agement for those whose mate may 
not be a Christian. There are homes 
where the mother, being a sincere 
Christian, has so wielded an influence 
over the children that they became 
outstanding Christians and later the 
father comes to Christ through her 
influence and that of the: children. 
But where the mother has not accept- 
ed Christ, it is far more difficult to 
train the child in the Christian way 
of life. Young men and women should 
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give serious consideration to their own 
spiritual life, and that of the prospec- 
tive mate, when thinking of marriage. 
The greatest contribution any one 
can make to a future child is in choos- 
ing that child the right kind of moth- 
er or father. The mate one chooses 
conditions the future of his children 
to a remarkable degree. 

Does the young person you love have 
a vital religion? Does he make a prac- 
tice of using God’s help in daily life? 
Has religion sweetened his disposition 
so as to make him a congenial and 
lovable companion? The spirit of 
Christ permeating every phase of the 
personality makes a wonderful con- 
tribution toward happiness in mar- 
riage. 


II. HAPPY ADJUSTMENT IN 
MARRIAGE 

The second essential for a Christian 
home is that the couple be well- 
adjusted in their marriage. Studies 
show that a very large per cent of 
problem children come from broken 
homes. Homes broken by maladjust- 
ment are more serious than those 
broken by death. Besides broken 
homes, there are many that just hang 
together by a slender thread. The 
parents are maladjusted, unhappy in 
their wedlock, and just remain to- 
gether for the sake of decency, or be- 
cause of the children. But there is a 
better way—a way that will usually 
lead to happiness for that couple, hap- 
piness with one another, and a return 
to that love that was manifested on 
their wedding day. 


If a person is not measuring up in 
his vocation he works harder, he 
seeks greater preparation. What will 
work in vocation will work in mar- 
riage, if the two people concerned will 
eliminate their prejudices, their self- 
ishness, and go about their adjust- 
ments in a sensible way. There are 
splendid books treating of maladjust- 
ment in marriage, books that treat it 
from the Christian viewpoint, which 
couples could profit greatly by read- 
ing. Then, if there is unhappiness, to 
discuss the problem with an wunder- 
standing doctor, minister, or domes- 
tic. counsellor, or Christian lawyer 
often works miracles. In this approach 
several things are essential. First, the 


counsellor must be a person who will 
keep what is told him in confidence. 
Second, both husband and wife must 
go to him so he can hear both sides. 
No person can form a correct judg- 
ment by hearing only one side. Third, 
the persons must desire a change for 
the better and must be willing to fac 
the matter squarely and eliminat 
their own selfishness. 

The greatest essentials for happi- 
ness in marriage are genuine love for 
one another, wholesome information 
relative to marriage adjustments, 
common sense, and vital religion in 
the heart. A _ significant study of 
22,001 marriages showed that while 
there is about one divorce in six mar- 
riages in this country, among active 
Christian couples there is less than 
one divorce in fifty marriages. An- 
other study showed that marriages 
performed without religious services 
were more than twice as likely to end 
in divorce as were those performed by 
a minister. 

The Christian family represents a 
couple united in the bond of holy love, 
glorifying God through their mar- 
riage, through fulfilling His divine 
purpose in the world. The husband 
and wife should continually grow to- 
gether in love, should grow toward 
each other, into that sort of union 
that is really made in heaven. 


With Christ as a partner in the 
marriage bond, and at the head of the 
home, they will seek His will in all of 
their activities. They will start the 
day with prayer, and ask Christ to 
direct their thoughts and acts during 
the day. When a difference arises, or 
one or the other becomes irritated, o 
has the impulse to give way to tem- 
per or irritation, instead of saying 
harsh words, they will pause for a lit- 
tle period of communion with God 
and ask Him to help them settle their 
difficulty. I know couples who are 
living on this basis and they are the 
happiest couples I have ever seen. 


So many difficulties arise because 
of lack of understanding. Because the 
husband does not understand the dif- 
ficulties the wife is facing, the con- 
flicts she is undergoing, he tends to 
depreciate her. Little petty jealousies, 
suspicions and _ resentful feelings 
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arise. Many a husband or wife is not 
living up to his or her maximum as a 
mate, not because of the wrong mo- 
tive, but simply because they do not 

nderstand. Honest sharing of 
thoughts, experiences, desires, con- 
flicts, or even temptations, is a cor- 
nerstone in the Christian family. 
Many a hitherto unhappy couple has 
been regenerated when they began 
sharin, their experiences under God’s 
guidance. 

The Christian couple will prayer- 
fully aid one another in overcoming 


. he sins of disposition. I am becoming 


more and more convinced that the 
sins of disposition, and evil temper, 
jealousy, enmity, faultfinding, nag- 
ging cause more unhappiness in fam- 
ily life than anything else. Many a 
father who outwardly appears re- 
spectable causes his family to live in 
horror of his outbursts of temper. 
Many a wife poisons the atmosphere 
of her home through continual nag- 
ging and faultfinding. The parents 
transmit the sins of disposition to 
their children through example, and 
the children are frequently soured on 
religion and life through being reared 
in such an atmosphere. With Christ at 
the head of the home, the sins of 
disposition can be conquered. 

The Christian couple should seek to 
understand what psychology, physiolo- 
gy, and sociology have contributed to 
happiness and marriage adjustments. 
Many couples have floundered on the 
rocks of ignorance. I feel that it is 
our duty as a church to aid young 
couples in acquiring the best that 
science has to contribute toward suc- 
cess in marriage. While this is highly 
important, yet science has not the 
final answer. Possession of informa- 
tion does not guarantee that it will be 
used aright. Information alone will 
not change a life. Attitudes and mo- 
tives must be developed to use this in- 


pay. | be formation aright. Here is where vital 
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Christianity plays its part—it puts in- 
to man the motive to use his informa- 
tion for the glory of God. 


III. GIVING THE CHILD THE PLACE 
THAT JESUS GAVE IT 

With Christ at the head of the 
home, the child will be given that 
place that Jesus gave it, the first place 
in the kingdom. A short time ago a 
young wife asked me whether I 
thought she and her husband were in 
proper economic condition to plan for 
a child. I immediately asked her 
whether they were in the proper spir- 
itual condition. I said, “Have you con- 
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sidered the kind of home this child 
will have? Will it have parents who 
are genuinely Christian? Will they 
create for it an atmosphere of rever- 
ence? Will it be proud of its parents?” 
We usually consider the economic side 
first, and I am not denying the neces- 
sity of considering this side, but peo- 
ple rarely consider whether they are 
morally and spiritually prepared for 
parenthood. 

A child should be conceived in love 
and born into an atmosphere of: rev- 
erence. I believe a couple should pray 
earnestly over the matter of bringing 
a child into the world. Samuel and 
John the Baptist were children of 
prayer. Hannah prayed for a child 
and early dedicated him to the Lord. 
Elizabeth prayed for a child. The rec- 
ord says that Zacharias and Elizabeth 
“were both righteous before God, 
walking in all of the commandments 
and ordinances of the Lord blame- 
less.” When we find parents like that 
we don’t need to wonder that out of 
that home there came John the Bap- 
tist. 

A few weeks ago I received a letter 
from a young married woman in which 
she said, “We are expecting a little 
bundle of heaven to come into our 
home in the spring, and we are so 
happy about it. We are wondering how 
we can train it in religion.” She went 
on to say that they were turning more 
seriously toward God as they antici- 
pated the gift of a little child. Just 
to hold a little child in one’s arms and 
to know that Jesus placed this bit of 
human life first in His kingdom tends 
to bring out the best in us. Parent- 
hood brings us closer to God. 


The Christian couple will seek the 
best available information on child 
training. They will study their chil- 
dren and ascertain the best methods 
of training them in religion and char- 
acter. They will seek to understand 
the significance of each stage of de- 
velopment. They will realize that the 
most crucial-period is before the child 
enters the public school. Many a child 
is growing up handicapped in person- 
ality, with traits that may lead to 
criminality or even insanity, because 
parents do not understand the funda- 
mental principles of child training. 
But again the understanding of these 
facts does not guarantee they will be 
applied. We are poverty-stricken in 
the realm of application. Application 
demands a desire or disposition with- 
in to use our knowledge aright. The 
principles of child-training should be 


applied by God-directed individuals. 
In the home the parent is con- 
tinually influencing the life of the 
child. The parent does not understand 
the extent of his influence and the 
child is unaware, because the process 
is so gradual, so unconscious-like. But 
after a while we say he is a chip off 
the old block and the father can’t un- 
derstand why the son is wayward, or 
the mother cannot realize why the 
daughter is indifferent, but if they 
could see themselves they would un- 
derstand. If some people whom I have 
known could just see themselves in 
the movies, which would register every 
frown, every whim, their disposition, 
their philosophy of life, they would be 
shocked beyond recovery. But to those 
boys and girls we are moving pictures. 
They imitate us, our lives become a 
part of their lives, they become mould 
of our mould. While there are many 
factors that contribute to the charac- 
ter of the child, the most important 
factor is environment. Of all environ- 
mental factors the most important is 
the early home training. 
IV. A CHRIST-LIKE ATMOSPHERE 
IN THE HOME 


We need homes that will be worthy 
of the tribute paid by Dr. Jowett to 
the home of Charles Kingsley. He 
says: “It was a home whose moral at- 
mosphere was like the air of the Al- 
pine Heights, a home in which, in all 
perplexities the only referendum was 
the Lord Himself.” 

The home needs a revival of the 
family altar, that meeting place with 
Christ. The day should be started with 
prayer. It is more important to pray 
in the morning when the day is ahead 
than to pray in the evening when the 
day’s work is done. Children should be 
taught to pray and to participate in 
the worship. We should vray over the 
disciplining of our children. When 
some difficulty arises and a child de- 
serves punishment, instead of punish- 
ing him while we are in an impulsive 
mood or perhaps angry, pause for a 
few moments to commune with God, 
and see what difference it makes. 

The Christian family will maintain a 
beautiful relationship between church 
and home. There will, of course, 
be regular attendance at church 
services on the part of each member 
of the family. The parents will seek 
to cast a halo of reverence around the 
church service, the Sunday School, 
the teachers, and the minister. Natur- 
ally, those who lead must be worthy

At Sea, November 20, 1944 


Dear Friend: 

Greetings in Jesus’ name. Have sure- 
ly enjoyed reading this Spirit-filled 
paper. It is a rich blessing among the 
toils and trials of war. The Evangels 
come slow but they are worth waiting 
for, and never get too old. I surely 
thank God for them. 

Have been in several campaigns and 
the recent battle of the Philippine 
Sea, or the Surigao Strait off the 
Leyte Isle. I find the Lord dear and I 
never want to even think of living 
without His guidance. Even if there 
were no reward at the end of this 
life, it would be worth while. I can re- 
call recent incidents of miracles per- 
formed while praying for the blind, 
lame, and sick. I have faith in His 
wonderful works. My own body has 
been healed several times of minor 
sicknesses. 

It surely is sad to think of all those 
lost and dying Americans. America 
seems to get more pleasure-mad every 
day. The devil is surely getting a hold 
on our country. Even Christians and 
ministers are straying for the love of 
Satan’s lucre. I was reared in a humble 
home and was taught God’s Word and 
saw that it was real. I strayed away 
but was never satisfied until that day 
I found the Master.

* In later years it seems as if it is hard 
o tell when, where, and how sancti- 
fication is attained. There is but one 
reason for this melancholy viewpoint, 
and it is this. Some ministers, along 
with individuals and almost the whole 
of some churches, have let up in holi- 
ness until they no longer maintain 
either the glow or the doctrine inci- 
dent to it. There is one thing certain, 
i: is no such thing as maintaining 
’ e glow without holiness, and vice 
versa; there cannot be holiness with- 
out the doctrines and elements inci- 
dent to obtaining and maintaining it. 
As it is necessary to “walk in the 
light” to maintain holiness, holiness 
is equally necessary to maintain the 
glow. 
A QUESTION 

Someone would question, What do 
you mean by “maintaining the glow”? 
Simply this, I mean looking like, act- 
ing like, and, in fact, being like the 
saints of the early Church. God did 
not provide for either “rationing” or 
for “cooling off periods” in the 
Church. It is easy to lose our grip on 
God, and it will only be retained by 
prayer. 

FRESH OIL 

David was thinking about main- 
taining the glow when he said, “Thou 
anointest my head with oil.” He ac- 
tually meant “fresh oil.” The glow of 
radiance springs from the anointing 
of the Holy Spirit. It is quite easy to 
make New Year resolutions but hard- 
er to carry them out, and especially 
so without the aid of the Holy Spirit 
within us. It should be particularly a 
part of any man’s ministry to be led 
of the Spirit as to his work and min- 
istry, and if this were practised “the 
glow of the Spirit” would soon appear 
ithin our churches, and revivals 
ould break forth without abusive,

ard, and critical preaching of over- 


worked evangelists to get the church 
revived. God designed that the Holy 
Ghost should inhabit the Church. 
Eph. 2:22. The Church is the com- 
posite habitation of the Holy Ghost 
as He indwells the members collective- 
ly. It is the absence of the Holy Ghost 
that calls for this priming and extra 
exertion in an endeavor to try to stir 
up a shout. A prayed-up church has 
no trouble getting a shout started. 
There might be some trouble getting 
the shout stopped. Some churches 
have to put on an extra shift to take 
care of the many programs and parties 
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they foster. I want to make this clear, 
I am not against programs. Many pro- 
grams are very edifying and are 
oftentimes blessed of the Lord. Let me 
say this, however, unless there is suf- 
ficient prayer for and during the ren- 
dering of programs, they are apt to 
edify only so far as intellect is con- 
cerned, and may do nothing to actual- 
ly stir the emotions of the church. 
Would I be stating an untruth if I 
said that all churches, church move- 
ments, which have apostatized from 
their former power and glory of 
evangelism have done so by trying to 
educate and to build up the intellect 
at the expense of neglecting the emo- 
tions of the church? There has been 
in each instance but one result, and 
that formalism. The church movement 
that is a flame of evangelistic fire, is 
one that lives on its knees. There is a 
vast difference in entertaining our- 
selves with our talents, through which 
we often neglect prayer and the Word 
of God, and being entertained by the 
power of the Holy Ghost within our 
midst. The whole Church is panting 
for an old-time revival of Pentecostal 
fire. If we are to have it we will have 
to entertain God in prayer, that the 
Holy ‘Ghost may entertain our audi- 
ence during times of public worship. 


I feel serious about the lack of re- 
vival and manifestation of the Holy 
Spirit within our churches, and what- 
ever hinders its presence and glow 
may be dispensed with without even 
missing whatever it is. While men in- 
quire, saying, “Sirs, we would see 
Jesus,” is the time to introduce them 
to the glow of the glorified Christ 
within His Church. The munificent 
Christ is an unchangeable Christ, 
who offers us the fire and the glow 
of the Spirit of the early Church. 
May this year be a record-breaker in 
revival and blessings upon the Church 
everywhere. It will take prayer to do 
it, but we may return unto a new year 
of Pentecostal power and blessings.

derstanding its sacred rights, privi- 
leges, and responsibilities; a day when 
there will be three parties to the mar- 
riage bond—the man, the woman, and 
Christ.
